Hea 
said he had read of Naughion’s case 
and did not think an tmnocent man 
would run away. 

Naughton’s attorneys asked that Cal- 
noun be excused and they asked that 
William FE.

“I want to say that my brother was 
murdered in cold blood,’’ protested 
Hare. 

Jury Justifies Clark. 

The inquest proceeded without further 
interruption and produced the unusual 
verdict of “‘justifiable homicide.’’ 

Testimony was offered to support the 
story that Hare entered the saloon and 
had started to quarrel. He had béen 
ordered out, but did not go. A truce 
followed, but it was broken when Hare 
and four men stepped to the bar and 
ordered drinks. 

Words took place between ‘Clark and 
Hare and the latter threw a heavy beer 
‘‘schooner.”’ a glass with a thick glass 
bottom and eight inches high. It missed 
Clark’s head and smashed a-glass door 
in the icebox. Hare caught up another 
glass to throw when Clark shot him in 
the mouth. 

James Derwin and his son, James P. 
Derwin, both of 112 Howard § street; 
John W. Neil of 1126 Brooklyn street 
and John J. McDonnell, 919 Brooklyn 
street, testified to the quarrel and that 
Hare was ugly when in Hquor. Mrs. 
Mary Bucholdt of 118 Tyler street said 
she had gone into the saloon for whisky 
and had heard the men quarreling. 

Woman Hears Threats, 

Vulgar language was being used and 
as she hurried from the saloon she 
heard a@ man say: 

“Be still, there’s 
house.’’

This was followed by a crash and then 
a shot. 

Patrick Hare then interrupted the in- 
quest to accuse Clark of deliberately 
murdering his brother, and offered John 
Gallagher as a witness that Clark had 
threatened to kill his brother. But Gal- 
lagher said that he could not do So.

DENVER, Colo., Feb. 24.—In the 20 

tenturies of history of the Catholic 

{hurch, members of its priesthood in 

this city declare, there is no record of 

& tragedy to parallel that of the killing 

of Father Leo while administering the 

sacrament to Guieseppe Guaranaccio at 

the altar of St. Elizabeth’s Church yes- 
terday morning. 

Never before has a servant of the 
thurch been summoned from the per- 
ormance of his duties in so tragic and 

dramatic a manner: The crime 
probably will result in the elevation of 
Father Leo to the position of martyr 
and lead to his canonization as one of 
the saints of the church. 

Father Eusebius, senior pastor of the 
St. Elizabeth Church, received a tele- 
fram last night from the Father Pro- 
vincial in Paterson, N. J., instructing 
jim to forward the body of Father Leo 
jo that city for interment. Father Euse- 
bius will accompany the body. 

Funeral services will be held at St. 
Wigabeth’s Church at 10 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning, when solemn requium high 
mass will be celebrated. 

Will Preach Against Anarchy. 

Father William O’Ryan, pastor of St. 
Leo’s Church, will deliver a sermon 
against anarchy and Socialism. The 
funeral services will be attended by 500 

“members of the Knights of Columbus 
and the entire body of the Knights of 
St. John and other Catholic orders. 

It is a custom of the Franciscan or- 
der that no eulogies be preached for its 
deceased members, but on account of 
the tragic circumstances and the gen- 
eral effect in this cage upon the public, 
the rule will be set aside. 

Guieseppe Garanaccio, the murderer, 
talked freely in Jail concerning himself 

’ and his act, for which he declared he 
had no regret. He said he was a native 
of Sicily, 56 years of age. He became 

a Socialist and Anarchist at 35 years 
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of age. He is a shoemaker... He 
came to America two years ago and 
has since -been teaching anarchy, work- 
ing but little at his trade. He lived be- 
fore coming to Denver in Paterson, N. 
J., as well as in mill towns of Massa- 
chusetts and in Chicago. He came to 

* Denver two weeks before Christmas. 

Had List of Royalty’s Slayers. 
Among his effects was a printed list 
age of murderers of the world’s rulers, from 
‘ a\ the assassinations of Czar Paul! of Rus- 
_. sla in 1801 down to the killing of the 
King of Portugal a few weeks ago. He 
also had many pages of anarchistic lit- 
erature in his own handwriting and on 

printed slips. 

Father Leo was killed Sunday while 
administering the sacrament at early 
mass. 

Guiseppa, in mock piety, knelt at the 
altar rail between the women, received 
the consecrated wafer from the monk’s 
hand, then pressed the muzzle of a re- 
volver against Father Leo's body and 
pulled the trigger. 

Crying “God, my God!” the priest, 
who was superior of the Franciscan or- 
der here, fell prone before the altar. 

His assistant priest knelt by him and 
administered the last sacrament. Fa- 
ther Leo, who was wounded very near 
‘the heart, seon expired.

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HUGHES ADDRESSES ROOSEVELT. 

In the course of his admirable Washington's 
birthday speech Gov. Hughes laid down five sound 

> propositions: 

1, Pessimisis and eynics cannot develop 
this country. 

2, Let us dismiss vague alarms and 
go forward with confidence in the tnteg- 
rity and destiny of the American people. 

3. The way to get rid of abuses ts to at- 
tack them directly, and I believe the most 
efficacious means is definition and proscrip- 
tion, and adequate punishment of offenders. 
Punishment ts most salutary when it 1s vts- 
ited upon guilty individuals. 

4. Special interests must keep their hands 
off the Government in City, State and Nation. 

5. We should not expect from the Nation 
what the States alone can give. 

There are on file in Washington several hundred 
regular and special messages which, all told, do 
not contain as much good sense as these few brief 
paragraphs. 

We have some great rascals here, but we are 
not a nation of scoundrels or mollycoddles. We 
have had enough of vague alarms and presidential 
muckraking. The malefactors of great wealth 
are known. Why are they not prosecuted and 
punished? The “interests” which contributed 
to the Harriman-Roosevelt campaign fund must 
siand aside. Under our system any attempt at 
reform by national “constructive jurisprudence” 
‘cannot fail to precipitate chaos. 

Hughes did not in this instance mention 
the President of the United States and his “‘poli- 
cies” but he had him and them in mind clearly

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WHY JOHNSON AND. FOLK HESITATE. 

Is it modesty, is it timidity, is 1t lack of am- 
bition or is {t devotion to another which keeps 
men like Gov. Johnson of Minnesota and Gov. 
Folk of Missouri out of the presidential lists? 

Both of these men are now and for some years 
have been’in positions to cherish aspirations to 
the presidency. They are gdvernors of great and 
influential states. They have excellent records. 
They are young. They have been remarkably suc- 
cessful at the polls and in office. According to 
all the experience of the past they might be ex- 
pected to entertain perfectly legitimate ambitions 
for promotion. 

Like nearly everything else worth having in 
this world, presidential honors must be sought 
diligently. In spite of all our fine-spun theorizing, 
office does not commonly seek the man. The most 
deserving of our presidential candidates have been 
receptive if not aggressive. As time passes it is 
becoming less and less probable that anybody will 
be dragged by main force into the White House. 

In view of the natural and laudable desire of 
most men to achieve power and fame, it might be 
supposed that an assumption by one man of the 
right to monopolize the presidential honors of a 
great party would in itself provoke resentment, 
create antagonisms and excite rivalries. Such a 
spirit is visible in every field except Democratic 
politics. Why should it be missing there? 

There is not now and there has not been at 
any time since 1896 any such spontaneous ,popu- 
lar demand for a certain candidate as he and his 
friends would have us believe. Mr. Bryan is 
strong with an element of his party, it is true, 
but he is strong with the party because the prac- 
tical politicians favor him and they favor him 
lenguidly because no one else is in view. 

Two-thirds of the indorsements and much of 
the hurrahing in the interest of this gentleman 
are purely mechanical. They proceed from ma- 
chine politicians without heart in their work and 
incapable of devising or adopting any other pol- 
icy. Regularity is the only aim. If no other can- 
didate presents himself it is plain enough that the 
one who always appears must be the leader. 

Other parties have suffered to some extent 
from these conditions, but not to the extent that 
the Democratic party has been afflicted. In the 
days of his greatest popularity Henry Clay was 
not unopposed in the Whig party, and when 
James G. Blaine was most powerful the antagon- 
ism to him in the Republican party was most 
pronounced. 

Neither of these men undertook, however, as 
Mr. Bryan does, to write his party’s platforms, to 
dictate its minations, to regulate its commit- 
teas, to as its domestic affairs and to expel 
and anathematize members objectionable to him- 
self. Neither of them gave himself the airs of a 
perpetual candidate, viewing jealously any other 
aspirant and endeavoring to crush him by insinu- 
ation or open attack in advance of conventions. 
Neither of them, in a word, claimed to embody 
the party in his own person, and neither ever en- 
tertained the idea that criticism of himself was 
treason to the party. 

It may be that men like Gov. Johnson and Gov. 
Folk hesitate to assail this form of party ceasar- 
ism, believing that the Bryan vendetta would re- 
sent at the polls the nomination of any other 
cendidate. They know the seasons when to take 
occasion by the hand as well as anybody does. Is 
it true of them, as it probably is of others, that 
they look upon the Bryan incubus as invincible 
end are biding their time?” 


If so they are likely to wait in vain. The 
aggression, the ambition, the selfishness, the dom- 
ireering purposes of the man who now has the 
Democratic party by the throat will not cure 
themselves. There must be a fight fog party in- 
tegrity and for personal rights within the party. 
Not one man, but several men, must lead in this 
struggle. It must be a movement not so much in 
rostility to Mr. Bryan, for in a proper state of 
party spirit he would not be profoundly consid- 
ered, as in support of the organization's independ- 
ence and capacity for usefulness.
